Coleman Town 
Council Holds 
Regular Meeting 

Purchase of Tractor-Loader 
Left in Abeyance Pending 
Further Study. 

Although listed as "Budget 
Night”, the regular council 
meeting of the Town of Cole¬ 
man did not'let around to the 
“head scratching” annual at¬ 
tempt to balance requirements 
with income until they had 
ploughed through an amazing 
amount of routine matters that 
occupied their attention for two 
and a half hours prior to rolling 
up their sleeves for the “Battle 
of the Budget.” 

The property problems of two 
ratepayers who attended the 
meeting to present them, met 
with the council’s sympathetic 
attention during the early part 
of the long session. The first 
problem was presented by Alf 
Phillips, who charged that his 
next door neighbors were piling 
up earth against his fence and 
buildings and had ignored his 
protests. 

Councillors were unanimous 
in their opinion that Mr. Phillips 
. was justified in complaining but 
’ in order to clarify any legal 
point involved, they decided to 
refer the matter to Solicitor 
Sam Bannan before taking any 
action. 

The second problem was pre¬ 
sented by a ratepayer whos4 
property straddled the town 
limits and the suburb of Graf- 
tontown, which, though consid¬ 
ered, a part of Greater Coleman 
lies beyond the town’s munici¬ 
pal jurisdiction. The ratepayer 
in question, Bill Fraser, one of 
the greatest playmaking cen¬ 
ters ever-produced in Western 
Canada hockey circles, found 
his problem a little tougher than 
any he had ever encountered 
during his puckchasing career 
and “passed the puck” to the 
Council to see what they could 
do with it. 

Fraser’s immediate concern 
was the question of the town’s 
willingness to put in water. He 
explained to the gathering that 
unaware of the fact that the 
lots he had purchased were not 
wholly within the town limits 
he had gbne ahead with the 
building of a home, only to be 
informed that part of the pro¬ 
jected residence was inside town 
limits and part out. 

“Well, make sure you place 
the kitchen on the town side 
and you’ll be sure of getting it,” 
was the jocularly meant solu¬ 
tion offered by one of the coun¬ 
cillors. Another saw the possi¬ 
bilities of the former puck star 
scoring a couple of neat “goals” 
by having the boundary line 
running through the direct cen¬ 
ter of the house and “checking” 
the tax-collecting bids of both 
authorities concerned 
After the brief, banterous ap¬ 
proach to Mr. Fraser’s problem, 
councillors took the matter up 
seriously and assured him that 
necessary steps would be taken 
to ensure that he received the 
services required. 

Another round in the friendly 
bout over the necessity of pur¬ 
chasing a Universal tractor- 
loader next occupied the Coun¬ 
cil’s attention but after consid¬ 
erable re-hashing of the pre¬ 
vious arguments, pro and con, 
the matter was left in abeyance 
pending further studies of var¬ 
ious machines that were likely 
to become available in the near 
future. 

Spokesmen for the “Let’s buy 
it now” faction reiterated their 
claims that the immediate pur¬ 
chase of the contentious ma¬ 
chine would improve services 
immensely and “pay for itself, 
while doing it’. 

“You can’t give the ratepayers 
$50,000 service on a $20,000 bud¬ 
get, don’t forget that,” counter¬ 
ed a member of the “We can’t 
afford it, now,” group. He went 
on, “Nobody disputes the ad¬ 
vantages to be gained from pos¬ 
sessing such a machine, but, are 
the ratepayers willing to pay for 
the improved service in the form 
of added taxes?”

Jailed On Drunkness Charge 
Following Release From 
Hospital. 

The new Municipal hospital’s 
first patient, other than those 
brought in from the Coleman 
hospital, was Fred Melnyck, ad¬ 
dress unknown, who was 
brought into the institution for 
treatment to facial injuries suf¬ 
fered in a fall on Coleman’s 
main street. Hospital officials 
were unable to secure %nuch in¬ 
formation from Melnyck as to 
his relative connections. 

He proffered the statement 
that he had a brother at a place 
called Drayton, in northern Al¬ 
berta, but authorities failed to 
confirm this. After two days 
treatment, Melnyck was remov¬ 
ed from the hospital on Wed¬ 
nesday morning to face charges 
of intoxication. 

The case was heard before 
Fred Radford, J.P. of Blairmore 
who found Melnyck guilty and 
sentenced him to one month’s 
imprisonment at the Lethbridge 
jail. 


A suggestion that the matter 
be put to a vote was rejected, 
due to the unavoidable absence 
of Councillors Dibble and Nich¬ 
olas. It was at this point that 
the motion to leave the issue in 
abeyance was passed, with the 
leader of the “Let’s Buy” sec¬ 
tion sticking to his gUns and 
-proving the lone dissenter. 
w In contrast to the contention 
over the tractor, councillors 
were unanimous in their ap¬ 
proving reaction to a request 
from Police Chief Antle that 
Council provide him and his as¬ 
sistant constable with new side- 
arms. The spirit of the old West 
was clearly in evidence as every 
councillor came to the edge of 
his seat and entered the ani¬ 
mated discussion as to the type 
of sidearm most suitable. 

The Chief’s personal prefer¬ 
ence for an automatic model 
was not disputed but these leg¬ 
islative “Sons of the Pioneers” 
were not going to pass up a 
chance to. discuss the merits of 
the modern descendants of the 
old “six-gun”. In reply to a 
question re the old gun, the 
Chief reported that it had been 
"on the blink” for some time. 

This was all the urging Coun¬ 
cil needed to authorize the im¬ 
mediate purchase of suitable 
sidearms. “Get them as soon as 
possible”, was the remark of 
one councillor, obviously taken 
aback by the mental conjure- 
ment of visions of Coleman’s 
constables on the night beat, 
minus the persuasive and de¬ 
fensive powers of a gun. “I cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t go around with¬ 
out one,” he concluded. 

The future status of the Am¬ 
bulance hitherto operated by the 
Miners Union had been settled 
it was reported by Councillor 
Wood, one of the delegates ap¬ 
pointed by the Council at its 
previous meeting to meet with 
Coal Co. and Union officials to 
decide the mercy vehicle’s stat¬ 
us pending its being absorbed 
by the Ambulance service to be 
maintained at, and in conjunc¬ 
tion with the newly opened Mu- 
niciDal Hospital. 

The Union would continue to 
operate the vehicle to the end 
of the month after which the 
Coal companies of Coleman 
would operate it up to its being 
turned over to the Pass hospital. 

It was past 10 p.m. when the 
Council started discussing the 
all-important budget and due 
to the lateness of the hour a 
complete report of the financial 
statement and the setting of 
the mill rate was not immediat¬ 
ely available for publication.

Mike Kuchtyn Seriously Hurt 
In McGillivray Mine Accident

Termination Of UNRRA 


FOB FIVE AND ONE-HALF YEARS the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration, known as UNRRA, carried on a great post¬ 
war relief project which helped immeasurably in dealing with the distress 
of those who suffered directly from the effects of the war. The world-wide 
' operations of the administration were completed last September, but it was 
formally voted out of existence on March 3 jst of this year, when the Gov¬ 
erning Central Committee agreed that the emergency task which it had 
undertaken was now completed.

$300 Duty Free 
From U.S., But 
Buy On Credit 

How’s your credit in U.S. ? It has 
to be good—or you’ll have “to get it 
established—if you plan to take ad¬ 
vantage of easecj Canadian customs 
regulations on goods you bring back 
from that States-side visit. 

Those regulations, effective Jan. 1, 
allowed Canadians to bring back 
goods to a maximum value of $100 
duty-free every four months; $300 
for,, the year. 

But — the purchases have to be 
made on credit. You get no addition 
to the $150 travel ration when you 
start out. Instead the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Control Board promises to 
allow you to honor invoices on your 
return, on -presentation of customs 
clearance papers. 

That way FECB keeps track of 
things. And this applies as well to 
anyone who’s able to get more than 
the $150 basic ration. 

Of course, if you want to use your 
$150 travel ration to buy -for cash 
it’s okay. But these purchases are 
included in the total $300 duty-free 
goods.

REGINA.—A bright future for 
the farmers in the prairie prov¬ 
inces was painted by L. B. 
Thomson, director of Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation, when he 
addressed the University Wom¬ 
en's club here. His topic was 
"Water Conservation in West¬ 
ern Canada". 

Mr. Thomson stated that moisture 
conservation — "aa, arability to con¬ 
serve the rain that falls”—was vital 
to the national economy of Canada 
and went on to explode the theory 
that caragana belts "and keeping the 
top of the soil scratched” were of 
any real use in conservation. 

He explained that the damming of 
coulees and the construction of dug- 
outs had not been for extensive irri¬ 
gation projects blit merely to insure 
there be enough water for stock and 
for maintaining small garden plots. 

The prairies’ bright future would 
become a reality when the South 
Saskatchewan dam at Elbow and the 
resulting wide irrigation of a large 
acreage, and similar projects were 
completed. 

In answer to the oft-heard query, 
‘‘Why , don’t they get on with the 
project?” the speaker explained that 
a great many engineering problems 
had stjll to be completed before con¬ 
struction could be started. 

These problems include the testing 
of the ground in a large area around 
the proposed site to ascertain- there 
is no quicksand, as far as 1,000 feet

Tom Creighton/ 
Discoverer Of 
Flin Flon 


FLIN FLON, Man.—Tom Creigh¬ 
ton, 75, discoverer bf the fabulously 
rich mining property which gave this 
Northern Manitoba town its name, 
died after a lengthy illness. He chose 
the name Flin Flon from a “pulp 
mystery” thriller. 

Creighton stumbled on the prop¬ 
erty in January, 1915. In the years 
since, the mine’s production of cop¬ 
per, zinc, gold and silver has amount¬ 
ed to roughly $250,000,000. The prop¬ 
erty is owned by the Hudson Bay 
Mining and Smelting Company Ltd. 

Although Creighton made his dis¬ 
covery in 1915, it was not until more 
than a decade and a half later that 
the mine began production. The 
mine contained refractory ore 
constituent parts could not be brok¬ 
en up by processes of the day—and 
many established companies declined 
to undertake the job. 

After its possibilities had been re¬ 
jected by a number of such compan- 
New York interests then entirely 
unfamiliar with mining operations 
decided that some method must be 
available that would make the prop¬ 
erty a paying proposition. Millions 
of dollars were spent in experiments 
and five years passed before the 
dream was achieved. 

From the wilderness, this town of 
7,600 population straddling the Mani- 
toba-Saskatchewan border, grew upj 
as mining operations expanded. | 
CreightoR had been carrying the mys- ] 
tery magazine containing the story 
about Flin Flon when he made his 
discovery. He had been a prospector 
for some years before his “strike”. 

At the time of his death, he was 
president of the Hudson Bay Air 
Transport, Ltd., a subsidiary of Hud¬ 
son Bay Exploration and Develop- j 
ment Co., Ltd., and was in charge of 
prospecting for Hudson Bay Mining 
and Smelting.

Alberta Dam 
Project Gains 
Momentum 


LETHBRIDGE. — Construction 
work on the vast St. Mary-Milk 
rivers irrigation project in south¬ 
ern Alberta, largest irrigation 
development ever undertaken in 
Canada, is again gaining full 
momentum. 

More than $3,000,000 has been 
made available for advancing the 
project this year. Construction sites 
are bristling with formidable batter¬ 
ies of heavy power machinery. Work 
on the project was drastically cur¬ 
tailed during the winter. 

To date about $2,750,000 lias been 
spent on developing the project, 
which will irrigate about 513,000 
acres south and east of Lethbridge 
when the scheme is fully developed. 
Total cost of the project, including 
several huge earthen dams and hun¬ 
dreds of miles of main canals, is esti¬ 
mated at about $23,000,000. 

Main work this year will be con¬ 
centrated on the key St. Mary River 
dam site, some 23 airline miles south¬ 
west of here, where the largest 
earth-filled dam ever attempted In 
Canada is under construction. The 
dam is expected to be completed dur¬ 
ing the fall of 1950.
